Whenever talk turns to student acti- 
vity, the topic of apathy nearly "always 
arises. This usually brings forth a rash of 
epithets on the character and energy of 
students, with the general conclusion that 
most students are lazy and completely un- 
interested in student government. The 
elections, .however, seem to tell a 
Jifferent st 

With the exception of four of the more 
remote or smaller faculties, all positions 
for faculty representative to the Students' 
Executive Council are being contested. Most 
notable is the faculty of Arts and Science. 
liThere the almost unprecedented number 
of nine candidates are vieing for the two 
posts on the SEC. This is not confined to 
the SEC positions, as 17 men are running 
for the four Arts and Science openings in 
he Scarlet Key. 

These facts are notable because they 
are about Arts and Science, supposedly the 
seat of apathy on the campus, or at least 
the foremost representatives. Owing to 
/their relatively lighter schedules, Arts and 
; Science students (those that do), are able 
to take a greater interest in extra-curri- 
cular activities, and the extent of their 
participation is usually an indication of 
participation in the campus-wide activi- 
ties of other students as well. No refer- 
ence is made here to intra-faculty activity 
or spirit, something which is practically 
ion-existant in Arts and Science. Some of 
s reasons and possible outcome of this 
idently increased interest might prove 
sealing. 

One reason behind all this might be a 
I long hoped for one. During the discussion 
A prior to the No Activities Week, it was 
m, said that what was needed was not less 
B activities, but more. As a general prin- 
ciple we disagree, but not with the accom- 
1 panying one .of greater participation. 
Actually, one of the reasons for the No 
'Activities Week was to give those active

students a chance to rest. The No Acti- 
vities Week, for that particular problem, 
was one solution; another would be a 
greater number of people doing the same 
amount of work. The end result , would be 
a more even distribution of work. Besides, 
greater participation would mean more 
students taking the advantage to comple- 
ment their strictly academic education. 

A large number of students feel that 
the only reason anyone enters a political 
contest is because of the prestige and 
authority involved. It would be untrue'and 
unnecessary' to deny that entirely. No 
doubt anyone in the running has prestige' 
and authority of some sort in mind. But 
that does not preclude a genuine interest 
in student government, or the feeling of 
being better or at least as well qualified 
to do the job. 

We can actually disregard the reasons 
anyone might have for desiring a public 
office, so long as they remember that with 
authority and prestige, first comes re- 
sponsibility. 

This is the time of year when final 
exams (except for the occasional half- 
course) " seem farthest from the mind, 
when there is yet no worry about summer 
employment, when most activities have 
just ironed out their difficulties and have 
their programmes well under way, when 
there is time to do something besides 
studying. This is the time when anyone 
who isn't actively participating in any one 
activity or who wants a change begins to 
look around. And public office to many of 
these students is just what they have 
been looking for. 

Past experience tends to indicate that 
this last reason is probably responsible 
for the keen participation in the coming 
election. It would be a happy surprise 
though if it were actually a sign of 
greater participation in extra-curricular 
activities as a whole. E. K.

For Your Information, Mr. Purser 



Dear Sir: 

A certain misunderstanding having arisen as a 
result of Mr. Purser's letter in Friday's Daily, I 
would like to state certain facts In order to clear 
myself of the accusation of outrageous lying and 
hopeless prejudice" against American youth or 
anyone else.

Of 
these wrong answers a large number came from 
foreign students, although graduates from schools 
like Westmount Senior High and Loyola College 
re found to have been unable to give a correct 
■nswer. 

tirough red tape and a technical error, I was 
compelled to forward the copy of the report I had 
• used in Moyse Hall to be used for publication In 
The Dally; at the time It went into 



unaware of the fact that It had not been cor- 
rected- When I realized this, it was too late. I 
therefore planned to have a correction printed in 
today's Dally. • 

However, Mr. Purser when he saw the wrong 
figure published thought It had been done delib- 
erately and wrote his letter. He was sincerely con- 
vinced that I tried to distort facts. If, as he admits, 
all other figures are accurate, it would be hard 
to see why I should attempt to lie in so small a 
point. I have a great admiration for Canada, and 
plan to become citizen of this country; by In- 
sulting her youth I would be insulting myself.'

I would like to conclude by saying that I hope 
Mr. Purser will realize that his letter was most 
unfortunate and unjustified.

It is 
important to note that this one skip, unless pro- 
perly explained or disproved, might do a lot to 
discredit an excellent project In the eyes of those 
Who are only too anxious to get a chance to laufh 
■t '.t 

I might also note that Mr. Purser has per- 
mitted himself the extremely bad style of making 



personal remarks in his letter. Ordinarily, such 
things deserve to be Ignored; however, when one 
Is presented with such a broad target It is hard to 
resist. Firstly, as Mr. Sheppard eventually did get 
the report out, it is preaurrti'd that his confidence 
In himself was pustifled. Secondly, I do not imagine 
that he thought the Ignorant of one-fifth of a 
Frosh class of their Prime Minister was funny; 
there were plenty of opportunities in the papers to 
Indulge in a display of wit without bringing such 
a fact (which, if true, should aharae Canadians 
everlastingly), within its scope. Perhaps It would 
interest Mr. P. to know that those who accuse 
othejs of having a warped sense of humor (pos- 
sibly because it docs not agree with their own), are 
in danger of being charged with having, little or' no 
humor themselves. Here Is a last point, concern- 
ing the statement which Mr. P. made about the 
Prime Minister situation which he himself observed. 
The system of examining the papers was such that 
each of the examiners did certain sections only. 
The information about Prime Ministers came from 
section two, say, and that about authors from sec- 
tion one. It would be interesting to know which 
section Mr. P. personally corrected. 

The fact remains that the Report on the whole 
was interesting, and, judging from my own expe- 
rience, accurate. It has enabled a group of Cana- 
dian Frosh to assess themselves; it has shown them 
both their good and their bad lights; also, it has 
stirred up controversy, which is a sure sign that 
some observations have struck home. The statis- 
tical estimate may be a bit raw and staggering; 
nevertheless, it is an estimate; a beginning, per- 
haps, of a srealer census as a follow-up to the 
Massey Report. jj.

When the 19S1 edition of the 
Red & White Revue appeared hut 
January at McGill, Sydney John- 
son, of the Montreal Star, began 
his review by saying, "This years 
production of the annual McGill 
Red Si White Revne, which open- 
ed lut night at Moyae Hall, is de- 
scribed as a musical comedy on 
the program. While It hardly 
measures up to the full specifics- ' 
tlons of musical comedy, havlnr 
a continuous theme rather thsn 
sn actual plot, it nevertheless.." 
Since then, we have become very 
Interested In the eoncept of mus- 
ical comedy, ,snd exsctly what 
It Implies in professions! usage. 
Before going' into the meaning 
of musical comedy of today, we 
might quite freely make a, distinc- 
tion between musical comedy and 
revue. A Revue Is a musical show, 
comic In nature, comprising songs, 
light dances and skits, usually held 
together by a theme, sometimes 
strong, but generally week. Need- 
less to say, a show of this kind has 
music and Is. comic, so why not call 
it a musical comedy? Simply be- 
cause musical comedy has come to 
have a new meaning In show busi- 
ness, and is now regarded as a more

'Ah Wilderness 

by Michael Ripsman 



Eugene O'Neill's "Ah Wilderness" 
takes us back to an era of goggles, 
dusters, and antiquated dress with 
a freshness and vitality which, is 
seldom seen on the stage. Unfor- 
tunately, Friday night's production 
by the English Department did not 
quite succeed In capturing this 
spirit. The resulting performance 
was Interesting, but not excellent, 
pleasant, but never wholly con- 
vincing. 

The acting as a whole, conveyed 
this mood for' it lacked a quality of 
authenticity. It was too artificial 
and loo forced. Perhaps this was 
a result of the quite apparent fact 
that, with a few exceptjons, the 
cast did not seem to have a com- 
plete understanding of the require- 
ments of the various roles. 

Whatever the reason, one found 
a merciUessly miscast Edward Phil- 
Hps In the role of Mr. Miller. Mr. 
Phillips was just too reserved and 
too frozen to succeed In Imper- 
sonating the home-loving, small- 
town American publisher which 
O'Neill envlsuallzed. His wife, 
Carmen Cardoza, played her part 
with a wealth of overacting and 
gesticulation which reminded of 
tangled strings In a puppet" show. 

However, the play was not as 
grim and foreboding 
going remarks mlghl 
reader to suspect 
esting performances emerged from 
the tangle of character sketches. 

The first of these was by Basil 
Ballon, who appeared as Richard 
the central figure of the play. He 
Interpreted his part with under 
standing, albeit with a little too 
much composure, and lie emerged 
with a portrait of a boy growing 
up which contained warmth, 
humour, and sincerity. In fact, 
It might be said that it was Mr. 
Ballon alone who carried the play 
over the barrier of a long Fourth 
Act to Its eventual conclusion 

Lawrence Schacter, In the role of 
Uncle Sid, fitted quite comfortably 
Into a tailor-made "type" part. He 
presented an often-drunk, perpetu 
ally rejected middle-aged suitor 
without too obviously straining at 
humour. It was indeed unfortunate 
that in his most important scene, 
when the humour of the situation 
centered around him, Mr. Schacter 
was partially hidden from the 
audience by a tactless seating ar. 
rangement around the dinner table, 
For It Is in this scene that O'Neill's 
carefree, uninhibited humour 
reaches onè of its peaks. 

Head and shoulders above every' 
thing else, was the superb manner 
In which the back; 
setting were handle 
caught the eye with their appro 
prlateness and effectiveness, and 
spoke volubly of that intangible 
called "good taste." 

In the way of final comment, it 
must be said that the fault ol the 
production lay in its inability to 
create a suitable atmosphere. It 
presented Isolated ajypcs but no- 
where was there to be found a co- 
ordinated whole which would have 
carried the audience with it. The 
final impression was that of an 
oasis of costumes, character 
sketches, and uncritical relatives in 
a wilderness of hard work and 
good Intentions.

complex and Integrated theatrical 
form. 

The first characteristic that we 
can see of musical comedy oi 
day Is that the plot Is a ver 
finite and obvious story, and con 
tslns some element of human na 
lure, conflict or dram, that I. part 
of modern theatre. Ronald Savery, 
In his recent review of "Paint. Your 
Wagon," currently playing, on 
Broadway said, "Paint Your 
Wagon" belongs to the modern 
school of musicals whose aim is to 
establish a form of entertainment 
with deeper roots than surface 
amusement" The 'deeper roots' 
are not usually as obvious in musi- 
cal comedy as they are in a regular 
play, where these roots are the en- 
tire basis of the production, never- 
theless, the audience Is aware of 
them In one way or another. "Mr. 
Roberts" would no doubt make a 
very fine musical comedy, even 
without girls, as the story of "Anna 
and The King Of Slam" ia now one 
of the finest musicals that has ever 
appeared on Broadway. If we re- 
fleet for a moment on the recogniz- 
ed musical comedies that are cur- 
rently featured In New York, we 
can see that audiences no longer 
sit back to enjoy the beautiful, 
semi-dressed chorus girls of Mich- 



ael Todd, or the yak lines thrown 
from straight man to stooge, or 
even necessarily the traditional 
love ballad as such. Today when 
we step into a theatre to enjoy the 
current bests, we are beset by the 
sorrow of a young soldier killed 
battle, polities, race prejudice, 
gambling debts, concubines being 
whipped, young lovers being forced 
to kiss in a shadow, and so on. 
There Is more to musical comedy 
than just music and comedy. 
. .We may also see thst in musical 
comedy, a certain integration ia 
needed. If the producers have s 
good South American dance that 
they would like to put In the show, 
In "Guys and Dolls," they will 
give the audience an -excuse as 
to why all of a. sudden we may 
find ourselves in Havana,. Cuba, 
and not In New York. Everything 
Ilia; one event is caused by an- 
other right down the line. The ex- 
cuses for a song here, or a dance 
there, are not always very sin- 
cere, but the contrivance la made 
acceptable to the audience In one 
way or another. Our music and 
lyric writers no longer wrlle songs 
to please themselves, but now are 
set the iask of fitting the songs In- 




to the «tory. The songs ara In char- 
acter with the story and people of 
the show, and "Guys and Dolls" Is 
' this. Think of 
ent that la char- 
s and Hammer- 
stein 11 In "The King and I," or 
the wonderful Ingenuity displayed 
by Cole Porter In "Kits Me Kate." 
The music and lyrics that come 
from the people on stage are what 
we expect of them, in keeping with 
their character and the situation. 
The shrew In "Kiss Me Kate," 
rowing pota and dirty Insults at 
member of the opposite sex quite 
y liâtes men; the two lov- 
King and I," because 
not supposed to be to- 
gether, must kiss In a shadow; and 
If a jrirl has been engaged to • man 
for 14 years, she might very well 
get a cold walling "for that Utile 
band of gold." The examples are 
without number. 

So too with the dances. We ac- 
cept dances' In musical comedy the 
same way we accept songs, as rep- 
resenting a given situation, and the 
dances of each individual show, are 
quite different In nature. The dance 
is an outcome, of the situation as 
are the songs. 

It Is interesting to compare mus- 
ical comedy as a theatrical medium 
as currently exemplified on Broad- 
wy, with "Oklahoma" probably the 
greatest musical .show that has 
ever been made. When this show 
cpened up in 1643 it created a tre- 
mendous sensation because it was 
the first time that modern ballet 
had ever been used In a musical 
show. Now It has become an ex- 
pected thing. No one will deny that 
It Is great, yet no one today, would 
ever think of musical comedy in 
terms of a 48 minute opening scene, 
an almost 15 minute sequence to 
c'ose. the first act, only six com- 
plete scenes in the entire show, a 
positively fearful character like 
Jud, or even open the show by 
having one male sing that It's a 
beautiful * morning. By modern 
standards "Oklahoma" Is not Mu- 
sical Comedy. 

There is by no means onè defini- 
tion of musical comedy. Everyone 
has their own indefinite Idea of 
what it should be, and this can be 
proven by the wide diversity of 
shows that are Broadway t^day. 
The book of the show doesn't have 
to be a strong one, as it Is In "Kiss 
Me Kate"; look for a moment at 
what holds "Guys and Dolls" to-

1. Last year, the S.E.C. made a 
profit of $2,200 on McGlll dances. 
1 feel strongly that future ticket 
prices should coincide, more .nearly 
with the costs involved. - 

2. Meal prices at the Union could 
be maintained or even lowered, at 
the same time giving the. student 
more diversification In the available 
meals. 

3. The S.E.C. should underwrite 
the Commerce Plant Tours, since 
these tours arc peculiar to Com- 
merce alone. This would enable the 
C.U.S.. with more money available, 
to give Commerce students a better 
Common Room, and Commerce 
Intramural teams would receive 
better equipment. - 

4. Since the only men who have 
adequate financial training arc 
Commerce students, I would like to 
sec more Commerce men in the 
Students' Society organization. The 
assistant Finance Chairman should 
be a Commerce man, and very Im- 
portant, the, Union should have a 
Secretary-Treasurer — also a Com- 
merce student. 

5. I would like to see the present 
scale of capital repairs to the 
Union somewhat reduced, and more 
financial and executive effort be 
extended with a view to planning 
a new McGlll Union. 

With the above points In mind, 
I. can only add that, I will do my 
best to have them endorsed by the 
S.E.C. To any problems ot general 
student interest which Vnay arise 
during my proposed tenure of of- 
fice; I will give my wholehearted 
support, and will endeavour at all 
times to be truly representative of 
my Faculty.

It has been said that there are no 
real Issues Involved in the election 
of «he Commerce Representative to 
the S.E.C. I take exception to this 
statement.

Thus, fully aware of these facts, 
I propose: 

1. An immediate recognition of a 
separate FACULTY OF COM- 
MERCE. No longer would Com- 
merce be known as a School under 
the Faculty of Arts and Silence. 
-2. An immediate increase in the 
allocations of funds to the Com- 
merce Undergraduate Society, At 
present we receive one dollar per 
student, but this MUST be raised.

The institution of one-price 
meals in the cafeteria at a lower 
cost. 

4. The Introduction of five cent 
coffee. A method has been worked 
cut, with the aid of the manage- 
ment- ofcafcteria and- «rill room 
whereby coffee can be served more 
rapidly, and at the lower price with 
negligible financial loss. 

These are merely a few technical 
changes. With close co-operation 
between the S.E.C.. and ,the Union 
House Committee, and the continu- 
ed interest of the student body, 
much can yet be done to derive the 
greatest benefit from our present 
overburdened facilities.
